KEVIS10JJ OF TIIE RAILROAD POSTAL

The Postmaster-General bas prepared an 


important bill advancing and revising the 
ntes of the railway postal service through- 
out the country. 
The principle of the bill 


is payment in proportion to the weigbl of 
mails transported, the number nf miles car- 
ried and the 
frequency of transmission 


instead of the present arbitrary rate estab- 
lished by tho Postmaster-General. 
The 


whole amount required under tbe improved 
plan, in addition to that now expended, will 
be about seven hundred thousand dollars 
annually. 


THE rnorosEn SYNDICATE. 


Tho ways and means committee devoted 


two hours and a hall, Wednesday morning, 
to bearing the views of Mr. Duncan, of 
Duncan, Sherman &, Co., of New York, and 
Joseph Patterson, president of the Western 
National Bank of Philadelphia and of the 
clearing-house in tbat city, upon the pro- 
posed new syndicate. 
While decidedly 


opposed to Mr. Boutwcll's operations with 
the syndicate, on the ground that it was 
both illegal and impolite, they practically 
admitted that they could suggest nothing, 
better. 
Mr.Dawes submitted three inter- 


rogations: Whether under the laws as they 
now exist they could suggest any other way 
than a syndicate for funding the loan; 
second, whether they could suggest any 
modiftcation of the law which would effect 
tho loan; and third, whether it was advis- 
able to press the loan at this time, either 
under the existing laws or any modification; 
to all of which they returned substantially 
negative answers.
